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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment - After Final 
Rejection, filed 08/01/2008. Claims 1-10 & 13-16 are pending in the instant application, 
of which, Claims 1 , 6, & 1 5 are currently amended. Claims 11 & 1 2 are canceled. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

Applicant's amendments with respect to Claims 1 , 6, & 1 5 have been fully 
considered and are entered. The 1 12-enablement rejection of Claims 11 & 12 has been 
withdrawn per amendment. The 1 1 2-enablement rejection of Claims 1 -5 & 7 has been 
withdrawn per amendment/argument. The scope of schemes 1-3 is expandable from 
pyridine to aromatic aryls because the reactivity of aryls is more predictable than that of 
other heteroaryls. 

Examiner's Amendment
